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Response to Arguments 

The rejection under section 103 is withdrawn since Unverricht explicitly teaches 
that the temperature of the reaction zone D is at least 10 C above the temperature of 
the reaction zone C. Therefore, this directly teaches away from the requirement that the 
difference T maxA - T max b is greater than or equal to 0 C. See claim 1 . 

The Double Patenting rejection is maintained. Applicant maintains the position 
that process factors recited in the copending application do not appear in the instant 
claims. However, the claims of the copending application teach or suggest all of the 
limitations of the instant claims, notwithstanding the fact that the claims of the 
copending application require more elements. 

With regard to the Double Patenting rejection, a typographical error was entered 
in the final rejection. The rejection applies to claims 1-14, not claims 1-8.
